STATE SCHOOL HONEY. 


Thinks Every Grower Should Join 


the Association at 


Once. 


fi.un Wednesday's rails-. 


Kdlior Ueimblican:—The time is fast 


approaching when the raisin grower 
.should place himself on record as a 
.slnvwd business man, who, from re- 
pealed hind kiiu<.-ks in the past, ha- 
l.-ariied wi-11 ihe lesson that competi- 
tion,at any rate for him, Is not "ihe life 
«f trade." and only through co-opera.- 
tion. i-umbiimtion and pooling can he 
get his iuopurlii<n of iht- value of his 
product. 


As the growers in this valley well 


know,the writer has been pooling tho 
raisins controlled by him ever since our 
vineyard came into bearin^.seven years 
ftK«. by placing them in the co-opera- 
tive companies to be packed, pooled and 
soul. 
That this.system has not been 


a complete success is. In the opinion of 
the writer, due to two prime causes: 
first, lack of support by the crowers: 
second, its non-elasticity, which caused 
a Rood deal of bitter opposition. 


The present plan practically elimi- 


nates this second feature, as it Is so 
elastic in Its operation as not to op- 
nose the interests of any one connected 
with the raisin business, be he grower, 
commercial, co-operative, or individual 
packer and seller; and the writer here 
takes great pleasure in complimenting 
the present management upfm the abil- 
ity and tact shown In evolving a plan 
which, while controlling the price Of 
selling, does riot unjustly crowd out any 
one who is legitimately connected with 
the business. 


In the opinion of the writer every 


person should, whether he has one or 
one thousand acres of vines, sign the 
contract and pool his raisins, because 
if he does not and enough stay out so 
that 75 per cent has not' been obtained 
by the association, instead of getting 
2i~ cents or more for his raisins, it is 
the belief among those who are in touch 
with the market that raisins will not 
bring over 1 to IVj cents per pound in 
the sweat box this year, and this with 
n fluty of 2& cents per pound. "While 
21« cents per pound lias been talked of 
by the association, the writer believes 
It possible to realize from S to 3& cents 
on the average, it over 75 per cent sign 
contracts and deliver to the association. 


While the writer was In the East last 


summer he met a number ot the buyers 
for the largest jobbing houses in the 
various cities visited, and 
they 
were 


free to state that It was not the ques- 
tion o£ price that bothered them, pro- 
viding it was not exorbitant, but it was 
the probability of a decline in the mar- 
ket which made them 
very 
cautious 


purchasers, and where they would only 
buy 50 boxes when there is no surety 
nf the market being maintained, 1C we 
had a fixed price, and were 
strong 


enough to hold the same, they would 
buy in car lots; and as they would be 
assured of a certain profit, they would 
push 
raisins, and 
the consumption 


would be very materially increased, 
whereas now they only buy to fill de- 
mands from country customers, and as 
the raisins are not pushed on to the re- 
tailer, he does not try to crowd on to 
ihe consumer. 
The result is, other ar- 


ticles arc pushed and raisins are neg- 
lected, because there is no money in 
tliem for anybody connected with the 


It stands to reason, therefore, that a 


combination here of 75 per cent or more 
will, first, raise the price to a fair imir- 
nin above cost of production; second, 
establish that price and maintain it; 
ihlrd, widen the distribution, thereby 
increasing the consumption, and fourth, 
establish proper grades and prohibit 
the shipment of damaged raisins east. 


1 trust that these statements may ap- 


peal to some growers who have not 
•signed as yet, and as a brother grower 
I urge them to do so at once.

The Aguadores river is impassable, 


the water, shoulder deep. Is running 
like a small Niagara. 
A mule ambu- 


lance which fttempted to cross 
the 


river was carried 200 yards down the 
stream, filled with refugees, to Cauey, 
where the passengers were rescued with 
difficulty. 


PREVALENCE OF FEVER. 


Until ready for embarkation on the 


transports at the city piers our men 
will bo camped on the heights sur- 
rounding Santiago whore the water Is 
good. 
Instructions have been issued 


to tho soldiers to boil their drinking 
water, hut owing to the poverty of their 
equipments this Is almost Impossible. 
Tho rainy season has accelerated the 
spread of malarial and other fevers.
